Three © departments in 
Crawford County _ recently 
received Automatic External 
Defibrillators (AED) through a 
grant from the State of 
Michigan. 

Mercy Hospital Grayling’s 
Director of Emergency Services, 
Pattie Walker, is credited for 
writing the grant. 

Chuck Durst of Cardiac 
Science, the distributor of the 
defibrillators, delivered the 
seven new life-saving units at 
meeting and introductory train- 
ing session late last month at 
Mercy Hospital. 

The Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office, Grayling City 
Police Department and Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department 
are the recipients, who will now 
be able to respond with emer- 
gency medical services when 
someone suffers a sudden car- 
diac arrest. 

The AED is applied to the 
patient, and automatically inter- 
prets the way the heart is beat- 
ing. If the heart is beating in one 
of two methods (ventricular 


tachycardia or ventricular fibril- . 


lation), the AED will then power 


up to deliver an. electrical Shock: 


to the patient. 

The electrical shock or defib- 
rillation will momentarily stop 
the patient’s heart, allowing it to 
reset itself. Then the electrical 
system of the human body 
should restart the heart and allow

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said 
quite often deputies are the first 
to the scene of a medical emer- 
gency. “The AED will give them 
the ability to help a person in 
sudden cardiac arrest until an 
EMS unit arrives,” — said 
Wakefield. 

All personnel with the three 
departments will have to be 
trained in the proper use of the 
AED. According to Instructor 


Derek Bastien, it will take sever- 


al weeks to get all of the neces- 
sary personnel trained before the 
units can be placed in service. 

Once training is completed, 
there will be four units designat- 
ed to be carried in police vehi- 
cles. Grayling City Hall and the 
Crawford County Jail will also 
receive an AED. 

The last AED will be used by

LANSING —- With record 
gasoline prices projected for 
this summer, the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture is 
pumping up its own effort to 
protect both consumers and gas- 
station operators from unfair 
trade practices, 

The department will increase 
undercover inspections of 
Michigan’s 5,100 retail stations 
through Labor Day, gauging the 
quality and quantity during the 
audits, the agriculture depart- 
ment’s Sara Linsmeier-Wurfel 
said, 

The inspections will include 
testing storage tanks for excess 
water and pumps for octane lev- 
els and proper measurement, 

“We want to be certain that 
consumers are protected and 
that businesses have a level 
playing field from which to 
compete,” Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm said. 

In 2003, state inspectors test- 


ed 1,700 stations. Consumers:

substantiated, Linsmeier-Wurfel 
said. The state can revoke a sta- 
tion's license if it's found tam- 
pering with its gasoline. 

“When prices get higher, 
there are more consumer com- 
plaints,” she said. “The profit 
margin is that much tighter. The 
retailers don't like high prices 
either.” 

The average cost of self- 
serve, regular gasoline in 
Michigan was up 7 cents the 
third week of April, setting a 
new record for the month of 
April with a price of $1.834 a 
gallon, 31.5 cents higher than 
last year’s average. Fuel experts 
predict the price of gasoline will 
cost more than $2 a gallon dur- 
ing peak driving months 
through September. 

Ed Weglarz, executive diree- 
tor of the Service Station 
Dealers Association of 
Michigan, said most stations 
calibrate their pumps every six

to eight months to make sure 
that neither party is cheated. 

“They don’t want to be cheat- 
ing themselves or the customer 
because they don’t want that 
reputation,” he said. “We run 
legitimate operations. We're not 
in the business of protecting 
those who practice illegitimate- 
ly.” 

Weglarz said he’s concerned. 
about human error, such as 
pumping the wrong octane in 
the wrong tank, which occa- 
sionally occurs. 

“They're delivering 24-7, late 
at night and where il’s not well 
lit!’ he said. “Most dealers do 
monitor their pumps. (The state) 
is trying to make sure the public 
is getting a fair measure. If 
you're not cheating, there’s no 
concern about an audit.” 

The service station associa- 
ion represents roughly 1,000 of 
the 5,100 stations. Michigan 
stations sell about 5 billion gal- 
lons of gasoline cach year, and 
the state ranks seventh national- 
ly in gas consumption.

Do sie demand tax cuts? Poll says ‘no’ 


ARE MOST Americans demanding 
that their taxes must be cut? 

Not according to recent polling by 
Associated Press. 

An AP poll reported just before the 
April 15 found that faced with the ques- 
tion of either balancing the budget or 
lowering taxes, most people prefer to 
balance the budget. 

The vote wasn’t even close -- 61 per- 
cent favored a balanced budget, while 


. only 36 percent chose lower taxes,

IF THESE FIGURES in any way 
reflective what people really think about 
government spending and taxing, most 
of those now holding office in state and 
national governments are way off track. 

Most elected folks want to cut taxes 
and still balance the budget under the 
mystifying rationale that somehow cut- 
ting taxes helps balance a budget. They 
tell us this is what voters demand. 

Few politicians campaign for higher 
spending. Most appeals for more gov- 
ernment spending are coming from spe- 
cial interests, namely those immediately 
affected by spending cuts, such as 
schools, welfare recipients, the sick, the 
elderly, and others in similar straits,

takers as they tell their elected officials? 

Most elected officials fear that if they 
don’t cut taxes and instead vote for more 
government spending, then they will be 
turned out of office. Many vote for tax 
cuts and against spending for self preser- 
vation. . 

The AP poll results -- if accurate -- 
indicate there are some misplaced prior- 
ities floating around in Washington and 
Lansing.

THE SAME POLL also indicates 
many people feel their tax burden is 
higher than it was three years ago. The 
AP poll claims 49 percent of Americans 
think this way. Only 13 percent think it’s 
lower. 

But haven’t we been cutting taxes at 
both state and federal levels? Former 
Michigan Gov. John Engler and 


President George Bush both have made 
tax cuts a basic priority. So why do 
Americans feel they’re paying more 


taxes? 

Indeed, some folks are paying lower 
taxes. 

Recent news stories compared taxes 
paid for 1992 and 1993 by President 
Bush, Vice President Cheney, and 
Democratic presidential candidate John 
Kerry. All three are in higher income 
brackets. 

Surprise: All three paid a lower per- 
centage of their income in taxes in 2003 
than they did in 2002. But that’s how tax 
cuts are supposed to work, isn’t it? 

According to newspaper reports, the 
Bush tax load dropped from 31 percent 
to 28 percent, the Cheney tax load from 
29 percent to 20 percent, and Sen. 
Kerry’s tax burden from 27 percent to 23 
percent. 

The Bushes and Cheneys filed joint 
returns, while Sen, Kerry’s wife, Teresa 
Heinz Kerry, filed a separate return, 


which has not been made public.

MEANWHILE, ON the other end of 
the ladder, the AP news story on polls 
quoted a man named Tom Artley from 
Pennsylvania 

“Every time you turn around, there’s 
a new gasoline tax, more property taxes, 
a library tax -- because they don’t have 
enough money,” Mr. Artley, who works 
in a factory, said. “It’s scary for people 
like me who are going to be living on a 
fixed income?’ 

The trickle-down theory of cutting 
taxes doesn’t seem to have reached Mr, 
Artley’s level yet .... at least in the way 
people think about government spending 
and taxing. , 

If the AP poll is accurate, maybe can- 
didates for election this year should re- 
assess their own priorities.

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Tips for teaching kids the value of money Taking aim at abusive tax shelters

A similar study was conducted 
with Michigan high school stu- 
dents in 2001. The statewide sur- 
vey sponsored by the Michigan 
Jump$tart Coalition for Personal 
‘Financial Literacy and conducted 
‘by the National Institute for 
Consumer Education (NICE) 
elooked at 12th graders’ level of 
-knowledge within four areas: 
‘{ncome, money management, 
saving and investment, and 
spending. Students were asked 
questions on a wide range of top- 
‘ics and concepts such as taxes, 
retirement, insurance, credit use, 
inflation and budgeting. On aver- 
pge, survey participants 
answered 49 percent of the ques- 
tions correctly — a failing grade 
based up on the typical grade 
scale used by schools (90-100 
percent = A, 80-89 percent = B, 
,etc.), 
-. Raising children to be fiscally 
‘responsible adults is a challenge 
for many parents, particularly 
since adults are experiencing sig- 
nificant financial problems — 
“exemplified by last year's record 
number of non-business bank- 
ruptcy filings. Nevertheless, chil-

management skills in the class- 
“room, This puts the responsibili- 
ty of teaching children to respect 
and the hard work that it

When your kids are young, 
about 3 or 4, show them how to 
tell coins apart. Then give them 
three clear piggy banks — label 
one for saving, one for spending 
and one for charity. ’ 

Give allowances on a regular basis. 

Regular allowances give chil- 
dren ample opportunities to prac- 
lice saving and spending. When 
deciding on an appropriate 
amount, be sure to include 
enough money for some discre- 
tionary spending on top of what 
they'll need to cover Junches and 
bus fare. One popular idea is to 
give kids a weekly allowance of 
$1 per age, so $5 for a5 year old. 
Teach them to distinguish 
between their wants and needs, 

Central to the process of mak- 
ing wise spending decisions is 
being able to differentiate 
between wants and needs, A need 
is something we require to sus- 
tain life, like food, shelter, water 
and clothing. A want, in this con- 
text, is something that enhances 
the quality of life. Each time your 
child wants something, a pair of 
expensive jeans, for example, ask 
her if she really needs the jeans 
(reminding her what a need is), 
or if she simply wants the jeans 
because hef best friend just pur- 
chased a new pair. Your intention 
shouldn't be to say "no" each 


time she asks; rather, you should 


want to get her into the habit of 


asking herself: "do I need this?” 
or "do I want this?" 
Open a savings account for them. 

Open a savings account in 
your child’s name at a credit 
union or bank. Many credit 
unions have special youth sav- 
ings programs for kids 12 years 
of age and under, Accounts typi- 
cally only require a $5 deposit. In 
addition to earning dividends on 
their savings, kids can participate 
in a variety of fun activities 
designed to educate them about 
the wise use of money. 
Participation is key to instilling 
lifelong money lessons. : 
Make saving routine. 

Make it a rule that your kids 
save a percentage of their 
allowance, birthday money, or 


part-time neighborhood job earn- 


ings. Make it easter for them to 
save money by _ disbursing 
allowance or birthday money in 
dollar bills, and constder match- 
ing what they save each month. 
Craft a budget. 

Before doing an allowance 
each week, have your kids write 
down what they expect to pur- 
chase and spend for the week. 
Include both necessities such as 
bus fare and lunch and discre- 
tionary items like comic books or 
computer games. By regularly 
budgeting, they learn early on to 
spend within their means. 

Set goals. 


Have your kids write out a 
wish list of all they wish to pur- 
chase this summer, and rank 
them according to importance. 
Then, help them determine how 
much they need to save each 
week to reach their goals. 
Consider making a contribution 


_ to .their.savings each time they 


achieve their weekly goals, 
Encourage them to work. 

When your child is old 
enough, encourage him to find 
creative ways to make money. 
Suggest he do some extra chores 
around the house, walk a neigh- 
bor's dog, baby-sit or rake leaves. 
When he gets paid, take the 
opportunity to talk about the 
exchange of money for wages. 
When he’s older, take the oppor- 
tunity to discuss income tax. 
Explain the government takes 
about one-third of your earnings 
In taxes. 

To illustrate, craft a pay stub 
that reflects his pay amount and 
how much would be taken out if 
he had to report his earnings to 
the government. By the time your 
child receives a real paycheck, 
minus taxes, the concept of 
spendable income versus saving 
will become very real. 

Get them in the habit of 
spending responsibly. 

Have your child plan a family 
meal, and then take him to the 
store with $25 and have him buy 
th food. Encourage him to com- 
pare prices for the best deal.

Every year, billions of dollars 
in revenue are diverted from the 
U.S. Treasury by tax shelter and 


tax haven abuses that are under- - 


mining the integrity of our tax 
system. 

Those tax revenues support 
our men and women in the mili- 
tary as they put their lives on the 
line for our nation; those tax rev- 
enues pay for our police and fire- 
fighters, and our homeland’secu- 
rity efforts; and those tax rev- 
enues fund our air traffic control 
system, food inspections, clean 
air and = water programs, 
Medicare and Social Security. 

Tax shelter and tax haven 
scams leave honest taxpayers 
holding the bag to make up miss- 
ing tax revenues. Honest taxpay- 
ers are forced to pay more than 
their fair share, while foregoing 
services the government can no 
longer afford due to declining 
funds. 

According to a new report 
from the General Accounting 
Office, more than 60 percent of 
corporations didn’t pay any fed- 
eral taxes for 1996 through 2000, 
and’an estimated 94 percent of 
corporations paid less than five 
percent of their total income in 
taxes. Corporate taxes now 
make up just seven percent of all 
tax revenues; in the 1940s, cor- 
porations paid 40 percent. 

That’s why I have introduced 
along with my colleague, Sen. 
Norm Coleman (R-MN), com- 
prehensive legislation called the 
Tax Shelter and Tax Haven 
Reform Act, which would com- 
bat abusive tax shelters and 
uncooperative offshore tax 
havens used to dodge payments 
of U.S. taxes, 

Our legislation stems from a 
yearlong investigation I initiated 
when I was chairman of the 
Governmental Affairs 
Committee’s investigations sub- 
committee, 
respected accounting firms, 
banks, investment advisors, and 
lawyers have become high-pow- 
ered engines behind the design 


and sale of abusive tax shelters, ° 


Our investigation and hearings 
uncovered evidence that these 
tax advisors cook up ore com- 
plex scheme after another, pack- 
age them as generic “tax prod- 
ucts” and then devise elaborate 
marketing efforts to peddle these 
products to thousands of people 


We found that

and companies across the coun- 
try. 

These tax advisors are getting 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in fees, while robbing the U.S. 
Treasury of billions of dollars in 
revenues each year. 

Earlier investigations found 
offshore tax havens being used 
by U.S. corporations and 
wealthy individuals to dodge 
‘U.S. taxes through the use ‘of 
shell corporations, offshore bank 
accounts, and corporate and 
bank secrecy laws that frustrate 
U.S. law enforcement. 

Recently, the IRS estimated 
that as many as two million U.S. 
taxpayers have offshore bank 
accounts with money on which 
taxes should have been paid but 
weren't. While some of these 
tax havens have signed treaties 
with the United States promising 
to cooperate with tax investiga- 
tions, some are not living up to 
their promises and provide little 
or no information to U.S. tax 
authorities. 

Our bill would clamp down on 
tax abusers by taking steps to: 
increase penalties on persons 
who promote abusive tax shel- 
ters (the current penalties are like 
parking tickets); prevent abusive 
tax shelters by strengthening 
civil penalties the IRS can 
impose on tax practitioners like 
lawyers and accountants; clarify 
the “economic substance doc- 
trine,” which courts use to strike 
down tax scams that have no 
business purpose or economic 
benefit aside from a tax deduc- 
tion; and deter uncooperative tax 
havens by ending tax benefits for 
income earned there and requir- 
ing greater disclosure by taxpay- 
ers. 

With deficits at record highs, 
it’s time to get serious about tax 
abusers. Tens of billions of dol- 
lars in additional revenues would 
come into the Treasury if we 
would crack down on abusive tax 
shelters, deter tax haven abuse, 
and hire adequate IRS enforce- 
ment personnel, 

We need to stop putting a dis- 
proportionate burden on the 
shoulders of the average 
American and make sure all tax- 


payers are paying their fair 


share.

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Good Works | 
‘Last week we saw that salvation is 
all the gift of God’s grace without 
our works. This raises questions. in 
many minds about how Christians 
should then live. Paul taught us in 
Rom 3:8 that some “slanderously 
reported, and affirm that we say, Let 
us do evil, that good may come? 
Whose damnation is just.” Paul 
raised this question in Romans 6:1,2 
“What shall we say then? Shall we 
continue in sin, that grace may 
abound? 2God forbid. How shall 
we, that are dead to sin, live any 
longer therein?” Again Paul warned 
in Rom 6:15: “What then? shall we 
sin, because we are not under the 
law, but under grace? God forbid.” It 
was our sin which caused the death 
of Jesus Christ. He was crucified in 
our place for our sins. When we 
properly understand the nature of our 
sin, and the sacrifice Jesus Christ 
made for our forgiveness, we should 
desire to avoid sin and serve God. 

Then where do good works come 
in? The same grace which saved us 
prepared us to do good works to 
please God, Just as Eph 2:8,9 teach 
us that the grace and faith of our sal- 
vation are both a gift of God, so also 
in verse 10 he teaches us that our 
good works are His gift. “1OFor we 
are his workmanship, created in 
‘Christ Jesus unto good works, which 
‘God hath before ordained that we 
‘should walk in them.” We are saved 
by grace not works, but.we are saved 
by grace to work. This is why Christ 
redeemed us according to Titus 2:14: 
‘“Who gave himself for us, that he 
‘might redeem us from all iniquity, 
‘and purify unto himself a peculiar 
‘people, zealous of good works.” That 
‘is why Christ (aught us in Matt 5:16: 
“Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, 


? 
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and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” God's grace that saved us 
enables us to work for Him. ,And 
God is able to make all grace abound 
toward you; that ye, always having 
all sufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every good work.” (2 Cor 
9:8), “For itis God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do of his 


good pleasure.” (Phil 2:13). 
Therefore in obedience to Heb 
10:24: “And let us consider one 


another to provoke unto love and to 
good works:” Good works are the 
ordained results of salvation. 

One who professes to be a Christian 


‘but does not strive to live a Christian 


life of good works should question 
his or her salvation. As Paul chal- 
lenged us in 2 Cor. 13:5: “Examine 
yourselves, whether ye be in the 
faith; prove your own selves. Know 
ye not your own selves, how that 
Jesus Christ is in you, except ye be 
reprobates?” We dare not be like 
those in Titus 1:16: “They profess 
that they know God; but in works 
they deny him, being abominable, 
and disobedient, and unto every 
good work reprobate.” 

Our Lord warned us in Matthew 
7:20-23: “Wherefore by their fruits 
ye shall know them. 21 Not every one 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; 
but he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven, 22Many 
will say to me in that day, Lord, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have cast out 
devils? and in thy name done many 
wonderful works? 23And then will I 
profess unto them, I never knew you: 
depart from me, ye that work iniqui- 
ty.” 

Many people believe their works are 
essential to maintain their salvation. 
But Paul rebuked this teaching in Gal

3:1-3: “O foolish Galatians, who 
hath bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth, before whose eyes 
Jesus Christ hath been evidently set 
forth, crucified among you? 2This 
only would | learn of you, Received 
ye the Spirit by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith? 3Are ye so 
foolish? having begun in the Spirit, 
are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh?” Paul reminded them that if 
they could do no works in the flesh 
to be saved in the first place, why did 
they think their works could keep 
them saved? How inany of your sins 
did Jesus Christ die for on the cross 
2,000 years ago? How many of your 
sins did He forgive you of when you 
trusted Him as your personal Savior? 
When you trusted Jesus Christ you 
were born-again by the Spirit of God 
into His family. You became a child 
of God. “But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name:” 
(John 1:12) Our good works are the 
fruit of our salvation, not the root or 
source. We live good lives, not to be 
saved, but because we are saved. We 
should work to please and glorify 
God out of gratitude and joy until 
His return to be with us forever.

Passengers may be limited for young drivers -

LANSING -- The thrill of cel- 
ebrating your new license by 
cruising down the road with a 
bunch of friends is most likely 
about'to end for 16-year-olds and 
other new drivers. 

After heated debate, the Senate 
Transportation Committec 
approved a bill that would keep 
first-year drivers from having 
more than one unrelated passen- 
ger younger than 21. However, 
police would be able to pull over 
a teen driver to enforce that 
restriction only if the driver .1s 
already suspected of another vio- 
lation, making it a secondary 
offense. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Ed 
Gaffney, R-Grosse Pointe, 
already passed the House and the 
committee move sends it to the 
Senate floor, where it is expected 
to pass. Then the governor's sig- 
nature would be the last potential 
roadblock to the proposal 
becoming law. 


Michigan’s graduated driver 
licensing system is a provisional 
system for teen drivers. At level 
one, the teenager can drive only 
with a parent or adult. 

Committee member Sen. 
Wayne Kuipers, R-Holland, said 
he supported the bill although he 
wants parents rather than the 
state to make some decisions. 
“As a father of someone getting 
their license, 1 support giving 
parents a little cover in this way. 
If it reduces accidents, it's a step 
in the right direction,” 

According to a 2000 study in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, the risk of 
fatal injury for a 16- or 17-year- 
old driver increases with the 
number of passengers. Injuries 
from crashes are the leading 
cause of death among tecnagers, 
and carrying passengers has been 
identified as a possible risk fac- 
tor in the crashes. 

Sen. Burton Leland, D-Detroit, 
was the only committee member 
to vote against the bill, and didn’t

Senators push anti-spam laws for children

LANSING - As 
approaches, a _ season of 
increased Internet activity among 
out-of-school children, several 
lawmakers want to protect Web- 
savvy youngsters from inappro- 
priate e-mail ads. 

Sen. Mike Bishop (R- 
Rochester) introduced a bill that 
would create a do-not-spam reg- 
istry, much like the national do- 
no-call list, so children aren't 
exposed to e-advertisements for 
products and services they can’t 
legally buy, such as pornography. 

‘“For a young mind to see 
(those messages) and not under- 
stand, and in many cases, not 
have a parent around to help 
them understand it, is taking 
advantage of our youth,” Bishop 
said. “I have kids of my own and 
constituents with kids who have 
their privacy invaded on a daily 
basis. So it’s very personal to me. 

‘“There are industry leaders 
that have failed to provide ade- 
quate remedies for this problem,” 
Bishop said, “and there’s a point 
in time when it becomes the duty 
of a governmental body to step in 
and provide that remedy.” 

If the proposal passes, e-mar-

keters that continue to send these 
kinds of ads to children could 
face up lo two years in prison and 
a fine of up to $25,000.

“We have been careful in our 
approach to implementing this 
requirement so that proper safe- 
guards are in place to protect the 
personal privacy of state resi- 
dents,” said Michigan’s Secretary 
of State Terri Lynn-Land. “It’s 
important for our customers to 
know that their Social Security 
number will never be displayed 
or encoded on their driver's 
license. SSNs will only be 
released to select individuals in 
government agencies, as required 
by law.” . 

This action complies with the 
1996 federal Welfare Reform Act 
and a subsequent federal court 


ruling in 2001 that denied 
Michigan’s challenge to . the 


requirement. 


The law mandates that all 
states collect SSNs from driver's 
license applicants for use in 
child-support enforcement. 
Michigan’s Family Independence 
Agency estimates $200 million 
in federal funds are at risk if the 
state does not comply with the 
requirement. 

It will not be necessary to pre- 
sent an actual Social Security 
card when applying for a driver’s 
license. The state will verify all 
Social Security numbers. A per- 
son who has never been issued a 
SSN must certify to that fact on a

form provided by the branch 


office. Individuals wha make a 
false statement regarding their 
SSN are subject tq a fine of up to 
$5,000 and nprisonimen for up 
to five years. 

Land appealed to Michigan 
motorists to be patient with 
branch office employees as they 
implement these changes. 

“Our employees understand 
the sensitive nature of this infor- 
mation and are traitied to safe- 
guard it,” Land said. “Their job 
is to serve our customers and to 
follow the law. We appreciate 
the cooperation of our customers 
as we adhere to this federal 
requirement.”

PLANTAR FASCIITIS 


we The plantar fascia is a fibrous tis- 
sue band spanning the sole of the 
foot that helps support the arch. 
When it becomes overused or 
overstretched, painful inflaniuna- 
tion called plantar fasciitis often 
occurs. Small tears may occur at 
the junction of the fascia and the 
heel bone. Symptoms may develop 
gradually or suddenly. Sudden 
Onset typically involves intense 
heel pain during the first steps of 
the day, called first-steps pain.

Schoo! officials had been look- 
ing to replace the gym floor for 
several months due to safety 
issues. The old floor had been 
filed down over the years (to 
Keep it even) due to several 
instances of water damage. 
“We’re hoping the new floor

Banda said the process was 
slated to take about six weeks, 
but school officials hope it will

In addition to the new ‘floor, 
the gymnasium is also in for sev- 
eral other changes.
